CaA.ce/L  opportunities  for  Individuals  mAh  a degA.cc  In  business  are  many  and 
vanlcd.  An  education  In  business  may  lead  to  a career  such  as  business  management, 
accounting,  finance,  or  marketing.  Other  business  ccj teens  axe  data  pAo cessing, 
secretarial,  mid- management  marketing,  real  estate,  interior  design,  and  fashion 
merchandising . 

1 ACCOUNTING : Place  V200I  John  Corradettl 

An  accounting  specialist  compiles  and  analyzes  business  records  and  pA.epaA.es 
financial  reports . A person  may  specialize  In  areas  such  as  auditing,  cost  accounting, 
tax  accounting,  budget  control,  and  accounting  systems. 

1 VATA  PROCESSING : Place  020 01  Richard  Nanthel 

The  need  for  Information  systems  specialists  Is  Increasing.  A data  processing 
programmer  analyzes  a problem  and  prepares  the  step-by-step  Instructions  for  the 
computer.  He  or  she  must  have  aptitudes  for  logical  thinking  and  exacting  analysis. 

Key  punch  operation,  systems  analysis,  and.  data  processing  supervision  are  vital 
occupations  in  the  data  processing  field. 

1 SECRETARIAL : Place  02001  Virginia  Allen 

The  demand  for  secretaries  Is  constant.  Highly  trained  secretaries  may 
qualify  for  "Certified  Professional  Secretary"  status.  Other  secretarial  positions 
are  general,  medical,  and  legal. 

TECHNICAL  AREAS 

2 ELECTRONICS  TECHNOLOGY:  Place  C2001  Charles  Uarthen 

Electronics  and  electricity  toorkers  find  jobs  with  commercial  establishments 
or  mrk  Independently  In  radio  and  TV  repair.  Commercial  broadcast,  governmental 
and  private  two-way  radio  communications,  residential  and  commercial  wiring,  the 
Installation  of  sophisticated  electronic  and  electrical  equipment,  etc.,  give 
trained  electronics  and  electricity  workers  lucrative  and  satisfying  employment. 

2 ENGINEERING:  Place  C2Q01  Charles  {Uarthen 

Engineers  work  In  many  areas.  Construction  engineers,  civil  engineers, 
chemical  engineers,  petroleum  engineers,  geological  engineers,  nuclear  engineers, 
space  engineers,  aeronautical  engineers  and  others  have  the  opportunity  to  work 
and  travel  all  over  the  world.  Engineering  requires  an  aptitude  for  mathematics 
and  logical  thinking.  Many  engineering  degrees  require  high  scientific  aptitude. 

3 NURSING:  Place  C200S  Emily  Zabrockl 

Nurses  are  needed  for  doctors'  offices,  hospitals,  clinics,  nursing  homes, 
psychiatric  institutions,  etc.  Many  metropolitan  areas  have  established  nurses' 
offices  where  licensed  nurses  take  care  of  less  severe  medical  problems  without 
supervision  from  a doctor.  Private  duty  nursing  is  another  area  of  opportunity. 

Nurses  are  licensed  by  the  state.  There  are  several  levels  of  nursing- -nurses 


aide*,  licensed  practical  nurse,  registered  nurse,  and  a baccalaureate  misusing 
diploma.  Duties  at  tack  level  vary  from  state  to  state  and  axe  controlled  by 
law.  Registered  nurses  often  serve  In  a supervisory  capacity.  Nurses  with 
bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees  frequently  teach. 

Other  medical  job  opportunities  Include  Inhalation  therapy,  lab  technician, 

X-Ray  technician,  Operating  Room  technician,  dental  technician,  dental  assistant, 
medical  records  specialist,  etc. 

There  are  also  opportunities  for  areas  of  specialization  In  general  nusrlng 
such  as  pediatric  nursing,  geriatric  nursing,  psychiatric  nursing,  etc. 

4 CULINARY  ARTS:  Place  C2004  Claude  Kern 

Opportunities  abound  for  careers  In  food  services.  Pood  management,  marketing, 
and  sales  are  rapidly  expanding  fields.  Past  food  service  operation  and  luxury 
restaurants  and  hotels  give  people  trained  in  food  preparation  and  culinary  arts 
a wide  range  of  job  possibilities.  Schools,  hospitals,  large  department 
stores,  factories,  banks,  private  caterers,  airlines,  and  Innumerable  other  concerns 
employ  trained  food  services  people.  Management  positions  are  open  In  these 
areas  as  well  as  In  restaurants , resorts,  etc.  Positions  are  available  In  this 
country  and  In  a growing  number  of  American  operated  hotels  abroad. 

5 AGRI CULTURE /HORTI CULTURE : Place  A2002  Max  Kuster  and  Horticulture  Staff 

The  planting,  raising,  harvesting,  and  marketing  of  food  Is  still  a major 
business  In  this  nation  although  the  number  of  Individuals  who  actually  till 
the  soil  is  decreasing.  Many  support  occupations  require  men  and  women  trained 
In  the  area  of  agriculture.  Agriculture  mechanics,  ag  supply,  marketing,  finance, 
business,  etc . are  only  a few  areas  requiring  a basic  knowledge  of  agriculture. 

Trained  personnel  are  also  required  for  vast  farm  corporations  for  farm  managements 
positions.  Government-related  jobs  In  agriculture  are  available  on  the  county, 
state,  and  federal  level.  Agriculture  requires  Pu6llc  relations  personnel  and 
lobbysits  who  know  the  field  and  its  problems. 

Country  clubs,  landscape  businesses , cemeteries,  golf  courses,  park  districts, 
schools,  hospitals,  large  factories  and  business  places,  greenhouses,  nurseries, 
orchards,  vineyards,  etc.  need  trained  horticulture  workers  for  the  maintenance 
of  grounds,  .turf  managment  and  the  growing  of  specialized  plants. 

Despite  the  over  supply  of  teachers  in  many  other  areas,  there  is  a shortage 
at  the  present  time  of  agriculture/ horticulture  instructors. 

PUBLIC  SERVICES 

6 EDUCATION:  Place  C2003  Dr.  William  Chase 

The  field  of  education  opens  many  doors.  Besides  teaching,  educational 
administration,  sales,  publishing,  and  many  areas  of  public  work  may  be  entered 
into  by  the  person  with  a degree  in  education.  Teachers  aides,  nursery  and 
kindergarten  workers,  playground  supervisors , park  district  personnel,  and  the 
like  are  education  oriented  careers.  Large  apartment  complexes  In  metropolitan 
areas  hire  educators  as  recreation  directors , and  many  city,  county,  and  state 
organizations  employ  educators  for  work  with  the  handicapped,  the  poor,  and 
the  elderly.

7 LAW  ENFORCEMENT:  Place  C2030  Flank  Alberico 

Law  enticement  Is  one  aiea  whole  tkeie  is  a legulai  shortage  of  personnel. 
Qualified  people  of  any  lace  oi  sex  should  have  no  difficulty  finding  a job  In 
law  enticement.  Private  businesses,  especially  bank 4,  chopping  centers,  etc. 
hiie  security  personnel. 

Local,  state  and  federal  governments  hiie  enticement  personnel,  dispatchers , 
office  workers,  researchers,  social  woikeis,  juvenile  woikeis,  count  woikeis,  etc. 
who  have  tiaining  in  law  enticement  oi  collections. 

S FIRE  SCIENCE:  Place  Cl 003  Lolly  Walsh- Lee  Veenman 

In  addition  to  jobs  with  city,  state,  and  federal  tie  piotection 
agencies,  tiained  j \iie  science  peisonnel  aie  hiied  by  insuiance  companies  and 
associations  for  the  education  of  the  public  and  as  aison  investigators , and  for 
fire  piotection  and  pievention  in  government  buildings  and  industrial  concerns. 
Emeigency  Medical  Technicians  ( tiained  though  the  fire  science  piogiam ) aie 
hiied  by  hospitals  and  ambulance  seivices. 

9 HOME  ECONOMICS:  Place  B1002  Baibaia  Wood 

Many  positions  aie  available  to  the  home  economist . Co  ns  urn  el  piotection, 
maiketing,  leseaich,  development,  and  public  lelations  aie  aieas  frequently 
overlooked  by  the  aspiring  home  economist.  Specialization  in  certain  areas  may 
lead  to  positions  such  as  dietician  and  manufacturer' s representative . Department 
store  buyers,  supervisors , and  display  artists  often  have  a background  in  home 
economics . 

TECHNICAL  AREAS 

tO  MANUFACTURING  DESIGN  AND  PRODUCTION:  Place  C1005  James  Morris 

Manufacturing  Design  and  Production  is  a wide  open  field  employing  thousands 
of  residents  of  this  district.  Caterpillar,  Plainfield  Tool,  and  other  large 
employers  regularly  need  workers  with  mechanical  aptltdde  for  positions  of  this 
type. 

11  AUTOMOTIVE  SERVICES:  Place  Cl 002 

Automotive  specialists  may  be  employed  as  mechanics,  parts  supervisors , shop 
supervisors , service  station  managers,  etc.  New  governmental  regulations 
concerning  safety  and  pollution  create  a great  demand  for  formally  trained 
automotive  technicians. 

20  SOCIAL  SCIENCE:  Place  F2001  Robert  Sterling 

Social  workers,  lobbyists,  lawyers,  para-legal  specialists,  law  enforcement 
and  corrections  workers,  psychologists,  anthropologists,  sociologists , politicians , 
religious  workers,  historians,  and  educators  will  profit  by  a good  social  science 
basic  education.  Social  scientists  become  news  commentators,  politicians'  alder, 
research  workers,  marketing  specialists  and  analysts,  policemen  and  policewomen, 
criminologists,  economists , etc.  Particularly  bright  people  arc  needed  for  such 
governmental  positions  as  the  Foreign  Service,  the  F.B.I.,  the  Federal  Narcotics 
Control  Agency,  and  many  other  federal  and  state  positions. 


21  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE:

Geologists,  physicists,  ecological  conservationists , geographers , avid 
cartographers  ( map-makers ),  are  hired  by  petroleum  companies,  pipelines,  architects, 
the  aerospace  Industry,  power  companies,  state  and  federal  governments , land  develop- 
ment companies,  and  private  business.  Areas  o f specialization  In  the  physical  sciences 
are  too  numerous  to  mention,  but  job  opportunities  are  great  In  both  the  private  and 
public  market. 

22  BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE:  Place  El 008  Art  Wagner 

Doctors,  veterinarians , podiatrists,  bio  - chemists , biologists,  therapists, 
botanists,  and  zoologists  are  only  a few  whose  careers  fall  under  the  heading  of 
biological  sciences.  Opportunities  for  medical  specialists  are  plentiful.  Bio- 
chemists and  biologists  are  needed  for  research  and  development  by  both  government 
and  private  Industry.  Botanists  are  sought  after  by  nurseries,  seed  companies,  food 
producers,  government  research  agencies,  and  colleges  and  universities.  Zoologists 
bring  expertise  to  the  development  of  hardier  strains  of  cattle,  poultry,  and  other 
domestic  animals  and  are  regularly  employed  by  local,  state,  and  federal  governmental 
agencies  j {or  conservation,  animat  Inspection,  and  the  like.

Mathematics  provides  the  background  for  areas  such  as  engineering,  chemistry, 
architecture,  data  processing,  accounting,  and  the  like.  Mathematicians  are  hired 
as  statisticians , actuaries,  econometricians,  etc. 

24  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION:  Place  G2002-3  Git  Belt 

Physical  Education  majors  are  employed  as  recreation  directors  for  large 
Industry ; local,  state,  and  federal  governmental  youth  agencies;  as  counselors  and 
supervisors  in  camps,  resorts,  etc.  They  f ind  jobs  as  teachers,  salespeople  lor 
sporting  goods  manufacturers,  and  supervisors  of  clubs,  park  districts  and  country 
clubs . 

25  FOREIGN  LANGUAGE:  Place  B2001  William  Bums 

Foreign  language  majors  are  needed  by  banks,  import-export  firms, 
manufacturing  concerns,  hotels,  and  other  businesses  doing  international  trade. 

Highly  skilled  linguists  are  needed  for  governmental  positions,  for  the  United 
Nations,  etc.  and  bi- lingual  teachers  are  preferred  for  American  schools  operated 
by  the  government  and  private  industry  for  their  personnel  in  foreign  countries . 
Opportunity  for  employment  in  another  nation  is  greatly  enchanced  by  the  ability 
to  speak  the  language  of  that  country  fluently. 

26  ENGLISH:  Place  C2007  Dr.  Robert  Burke 

English  majors  are  frequently  hired  for  editorial  positions;  in  composing 
rooms  of  newspapers  and  magazines;  as  copywriters  in  advertising  agencies,  radio 
and  TV  stations;  as  proofreaders;  and  as  reporters  and  writers  for  magazines  and 
newspapers.  They  make  excellent  secretaries . Communications  specialists  are 
needed  by  business,  industry,  government,  and  education.
